I Press Is Amiable 

i Since the publication here of the full 
text of President Wilson's note the 
British press ha^ adopted a much 
more amiable attitude toward the 
United States" prottst. Practically all 
the Influential newspapers are urging 
I he governmenL to meet the United 
Btates half way and to lose no time 
in etfectlng a solii:lon of the neutral 
shipping problem which will prevent 
friction In the future. 

One paper, the London Statist, pro- 
fesses the belief that British bankers 
are really behind the neutral trade 
ever whlcL the qqeatlon* oC Interfer- 
ence has arisen. 

Washington, Jan. 4. — An examina- 
tion of precedents disclosed, according 
to officials here, \ point strongly in 
favor of the American contentions in 
Its note of protest to Great Britain 
agalnat interference with American 
shipping. 

It is that this goveinment before the 
close of the Civil war rescinded' orders 
Issned earlier In the conflict to officers 
of the Lnited 3tates aavy to seize 
without previous search all merchant 
vessels of neutrals on tbe high seas 
Which were suspected of carrying con- 
traband to the Confederate states. 
Ihis point is regbrded as eapecially 
significant when taken in connection 
with tbe fact that when England was 
the nantral and tbe United States the 
belligerent. Oreat Britain moved to 
prevent indiscriminate seizures and 
tbe Unitea States was obliged to 
«•!! its orders. 

British Attitude Friendly. 

Waahington officialdom took further 
comfort from the- report of Ambassa- 
dor Page at London that the general 
attitude of the British government and 
people toward the American protest 
was entirely friendly. It serveC *o 
strengtheu the general belief in both

Twentieth Big Ship Lost. 

The lOEi of the Formidabl:, the 
twentieth t;g ship to be lost by Eng- 
land since tbe war began, caused 
gloom thrcughout the United King- 
dom and hes emphasized the fact that 
the admlra/y must exercise more cau- 
tion than eer before In moving war- 
ships throufh English waters. 

The destriction of the sixteen-year- 
old warshipis another success for the 
German adalralty In Its "whittling 
down" pr#t'33. Xaval experts writ- 
ing to the'tglisLi papers declare that 
the price bine, paid by England In 
warships la sevitable ao long as Eng- 
land elects 0 hold domtestkm of tbe 
waters. 

Most of th' survivors of the Formi- 
dable, who w-re taken to Darthmouth. 
were in the hospital suffering from 
bums, exposv-e or the shock. 

Survive Tells of DIsaaler. 
"We barel: had time to save our- 
selves before the ship went down," 
said one of aem. "The Formidable 
sank very Baiidiy, 'ore and aft. The 
weather ,wai -ery rough, as the gale 
which had ben blowing for several 
days had Juiit)egi<n to die down."

A total of nearty 2.000 
paUMita wera treated laat year at the 
tbree wnall boapltala at Jackson, My- 
den and Hlndman. Bvery effort will 
be made to have the government es- 
tabllsh more of these hospitals. 

The state has a vital interest In that 
the persons who have been treated in 
these hospitals are in a great many 
Instances without means to pay for 
medical treatment, and if not given re- 
lief, stand to become public charges on 
the counties or the state. Many per- 
sons who have been almost blind for 
months or years have been cured and 
made self-sustaining through the min- 
istrations of these hospitals. 

The state legislature will be urged 
to give attention to the matter this 
winter. The extension of the disease 
into the mountains of Tennessee, 
Georgia. North Carolina, Virginia and 
West Virginia makes It probable that 
legislative action will be taken in 
those atatea also.

A mem- 
ber of congress to whom the poatmas- 
ter general talked quotes him as say- 
ing: "The name Lower Greasy as ap- 
plied to'a postofBce in Kentucky is apt 
to detract from the buaineaa ot that

Set Limit en Bonds. 

Sheriffs must make bond for the col- 
lection of the state revenues with the 
state auditor by March 1.

On or before March 1 all of the sher- 
iffs must make final settlement with 
the state auditor and receive a quietns 
from him and the fiscal court of their 
respective countiea for tbe collection 
ot taxea tor tbe pravlona year.

Put Jail Prisoners on County Roads. 

Reduction of the maintenance ex- 
pense of public roads in Jefferson 
county by the eniploympnt of able- 
bodied prisoners in the county jail in 
their upkeep is being advocated by 
County Judge Samuel W. Greene, of 
Le.xmgton. If the idea is adopted, all 
able-bodied persons sentenced to jail 
in the circuit court there will be em- 
ployed in road work. Under the pres- 
ent system it costs the county 75 cents 
per day to feed each prisoner, while 
under a new law, passed at the last 
session of the general assembly, the 
county haa the authority to work its 
jail prisoners on the roada. Tbe em- 
ployment of the priaonera wUl reault 
in a big saving to the county annually 
and at the same time will not deprive 
the Jailer ot hia fee tor tbeir keep. 
According to flgoraa presented to tbe 
levy committee it costs tbe county ap- 
proximately $46,000 annually tor tbe 
feed ot Jail priaonera. At tbe recent 
meeting ot tbe 'County Judgea' aaaoda- 
tion In LAUlavUle aeveral ot tbe ofll- 
eiala from varioua aectiona ot tbe 
aute aald tbey bad placed tbe sys- 
tem In tfeet wltb splendid results.

Herd and Lake Held Over. 

The case of the Commonwealth against 
Hard and iteker. charged with the mur- 
der of Timothy Lakes, was beld before 
Judge Shackelford Thursday.

•ud playing. Some disoussion had aris- 
en about a trade of pistols between Herd 
iinu Lakes. Lakes and Herd eniia^ed in 
a cunifsi •.liootiiig al a uirt'ei tliroutili 
an ot-eti window. All of I lie loads iii 
Lake's pistol were tired and two can- 
ridLius remained in Ueru's pistol. It was 
mode known that Lake- hud no other 
oartridges and his pistol was taken bv 
his son Melvin and put away in an ad- 
joining room. Mrs. Lakes came into 
the room where the three men Mere seat- 
ed around a stove ana Ht^rd iiiviied her 
til liiku a oniik ol wlii»i\y In m a llask 
wtuun he liad vliicn slie ducMuHd lodu. 
and picking up the ilask, took it into an 
adjourning room and set iiiiowu About 
this time stie heard the report of a pis- 
tol and goinx bdOK to tbe door ol the to- 
t)acou room, blie whs unable to get it 
open, and said that she heard Hard anu 
Hrtker wat' lowarus the door tiurnedly 
and inon lIio door was oponed and they 
ran out. Uerd had liis pistol in his 
bauds ii ixer smd to M.i-s LaKo^ tnai 
Lakes had killed himself. Xl.is Mrs 
Lakes denied and b lid: "You have kill- 
ed nim!" Her son, Melvin, then under- 
took to get bis father's gun from tiie 
rack with the intention of shooting Hera 
and Haker, but was prevented from si 
donm b> Ills mother, lli-rd and liaker 
ran truai the house and went into hid 
iDlf. 

Young Lakes went for assistance, a 
nearby magistrate was noiilied and li 
summoited a coroner's jury, who came 
to the premises and reviewed the re 
mains. An examihation of the body 
showed that a bullet had penetrated tlie 
heau. enienni: on the letl side about 
three inches above the left ear and cum 
int; out a little utiove and behind the 
right ear. The frontal bono above the 
right eye was crushed in. Anexamina 
tion of the purse of Mr. Lake showed 
that a ten dollar bill (tlO) and a Ave dol 
lar bill (tS), which he bad had In it in 
the morning, was missing. Both defend 
aiiis denieil liavinir cominined tlio cnm* 
and siuu iluit Lakes shot himself, bu 
Mrs. l.Hkes and Melvin Liikus boih slat 
ed that Uerd said to lUem when If 
came from the room that he had killed 
Lakes and that be would also kill Mel- 
vin Lakes if he took his father's gun 
from the rack. 

Tbe theory of the Commonwealth was 
that Lakes had been knot;ked in the 
head with a " black-jack. ' ' and the prool 
showed that Biiker was i; e owner of a 
black-jack ;that the shot was tired for the 
pretense of making it appear that Lakes 
bad killed himself. 

After tbe conclusion of tbe trials, 
which were beld separately. Judge 
S'lackelford held both defendants over 
without bond to await the actio i of the 
granil jury at its next l"'ouruary term.

A well-constructed home-made silo 
will last indefinitely, and there is no 
danger of its blowing down, rotting 
out or being attacked by vermin, says 
Tarmerfi' Bulletin 589 of the United 
States department of ajgrlcoiture. 

The coat of the home-made silo de- 
pends so much on the size of the silo 
and <m the local price of materials 
that no definite amount can he ~ as- 
signed which would be applicable to 
all' conditions. Recently collected 
data on the ooet of home-made silos 
show an average cost of concrete silos 
to be 12.58 per ton- capacity. The stave 
silos cost %1.6Z and the modified Wis- 
consin $1.61 per t^n capacity. Silos of 
small diameters cost niore per ton ear 
pacit3»-than silos of large diameters. 

There are some features which are 
essential to the constructioD of all 
silos and without which silage will not 
be kept In i)€rfect condition. 

1. The walls should be air-tight. 
Since the keeping of silage deQends 
upon the exclusion of air it is impera- 
tive that the walls of the silo he built 
in such a way as to keep out the air. 
The lumber should be well matched, 
and that containing large knots should 
be rejected. In concrete silos a wash 
on the inside with cement or with raw 
coal tar thinned with gasoline is ef- 
fective In making the walls impervious 
to air. Care should be taken that the 
doors fit closely into their frames. 

2. The walls should be smooth and 
plumb so that the silage will not ad- 
here to them in settling and thus 
cause air spaces in the outer edge of 
the silage. Furthermore, the walls 
should be capable of standing consid- 
erable lateral strain without cracking 
or bulging. This is one reason Wti}- 
rectangular silos are unsuccessful. 

3. The silo must be deep enough so 
that the pressure from above will thor 
oughly pack the silage and force out 
the air. The greater the pressure tin- 
less air in the sUo and the less will b'^ 
the loss of nutrition materials by fer- 
mentation. 

4. The only form of silo to be recom- 
mended is one which is round. This 
form Is the cheapest, capacity cone id

ered, and the walls are more rigid 
than those of the rectangular or octag- 
onal forms. This results in more per- 
fect preeervation of the silage. 

The silo should be placed outside 
rather than inside the barn. As a silo 
ordinarily does not need the protec- 
tion of a bam, it is not economical to 
use bam space for this purpose. An 
exception to this rale may be made in 
the case of the round bam^ A eUo in 
the middle of a rotmd bam serves to 
support the superstracture as well ae 
to place the silage in a position for 
convenient feeding. A silo so placed, 
howaiver, is' liable to be very Incon- 
venient to fin. The most popular loca- 
tion is not more than a few feet from 
the bam and opening into a separate 
feeding room. The door of the bam 
can then be closed and the silag« 
odors kept out of the stable at milking 
time. 

The aao should not be built in the 
ground so deeply as to makis It neces- 
sary to lift tbe silage vaoee than five 
feet in getting it out from the bottom. 
In other words, the bottom should not 

be more than five feet below tbe low- 
est door. 

The Size and Capacity of the Sila. 

The diameter of the silo will depend 
upon the amount of eilage to be fed 
daily. The silage should be removed 
from tbe top at the rate «iit IH to 3 
inches per day, depending upon cli- 
matic conditions. The warmer tbt 
weather the more silage must be re- 
moved from the surface daily in order 
to prevent spoiling. For the winter 
feeding season it is safer to figure 
upon removing two inches daily rather 
than a smaller amount. A common 
error in building is to make the diam- 
eter too large for the size of the herd. 
The weight of a cubic foot 'of silage 
varies according to the pressure to 
which it ie subjected, but in a silo 30 
feet deep it will average about forty 
pounds. So, by knowing the amount 
of silage to be fed daily, it is possible 
to estimate what tbe diameter of the 
silo should be to permit the remival 
of a certain number of inches in depth 
each day.

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INFLUENCES TOUCHING SOIL 



Thorough Pulverization of Soil Follow- 
ing Drought Tends to Increase 
Yields — Frost Is Factor. 

Big crops usually follow a year of 
drought, in the main due to the thor- 
ough pulverization of soil from that 
agency. Frost Is another factor that 
gives big crops whenever it enters the 
ground deeply, and either of these 
agencies will till the ediI deeper than 
any tools can reach. 

There Is yet another agency which 
should never be neglected, deep-root- 
ing plants, which, beside their mechan- 
ical and acid action on the soli, bring 
to the surface again fertility that has 
leached or that which Is out of reach 
of the shallower rooted plants, or those 
with less subsoil penetration. Wheat 
or oats will attack the subsoil to a 
limited extent. Alfalfa and sweet 
clover will work with us and for us 
all the time. 

While we work the top soil free of 
weeds, and retain the soil mulch, 
which will enable the alfalfa to sur- 
vive, the plant roots are doing an 
infinitely pre.-Uer work below, besides 
adding bacteria, bringing a soil to life 
that has lain practically dead, except 
^.t the very top, for all the mtm that 
have gone. 



Gain From Use of Manure. 

The net retum realised from a ton 

of yard manure under general farm- 
ing conditions depends upon the soil, 
method of cultivation and crops 

grown. 

The Ohio experiment station has ol^ 
tained an increase amouiitins to f4.<0' 
per ton from yard manure used at tbe 
rate of eight tons per acre In a flve- 
year rotation of com, oats, wheat, 
clover and timothy. Ftonr tons being 
supplied to com and tour tons to 
wheat, this return .being the average 
for the third five-year period, the wH' 
erage return -firom tbe yard maiuire 
used In all tests In whieta rotatfam Iv 
practiced has been $2.97 per ton tor 
tbe wbole time. 



Green Cabbage Worm. 
For the green cabbage worm use 
dry pans green dusted on the eab- 
bage when wet, or a spray made by 
mixing three pounds of parts ffvua. 
with 50 gallons tA water, and addlns 
two or three pounds -of aoav. For 
cauliflower white hellebore should be 
used instead of parls green. 

DEPTH OF THE TILE DRAINS 



Type of Soil and Fall of Land Must 
Be Taken Into Consideration 
Before Starting Work. 

(By R. Q. WEATHERSTONE.) 

Tn putting In a system of tile drain- 
age we must consider the type of the 
soil to be drained as well as the fall 
of tbe land before we decide upon 
the size of the tile and the dwth it 
is to be placed. 

On a coarse soil, where tbe object 
of tbe drainage system is to remove 
the son water from around the roots 
of the plants, the tile should be laid 
three or four feet deep, but on a 
clay soil, I believe that the tile should 
be laid as shallow as is consistent 
with the climatic coaditiona and ttao 
fUl of the land. 

On clay soils the chief object e( 
tile drainage is to remove the sor&e* 
water as rapidly as pnaalble after 
heavy rains iMfore it~mhu ttaa grow- 
ing ^srops. 

To do this it must have aa easy 
access to the tile and for this reason 
they should., not' he init down more 
than two or two and a half feet deep. 

On a clay soli It requires longer for 
the tile drainage system to beoom^ 
efficient after.it is installed, because 
it takes longer for the watercourses 
to form througjt'ilie cracks, decayed 
rout_ passages and aniiAl burrows, 
hence we win secure better imme- 
diate results from a shallow sjrstem 
of drainage than when the tile are 
placed deep. 

It has required a number of years 
for some of the systems of drainage 
to become efTicient in clay soils and 
few farmers can afford to wait a 
number of years for reeulta. 

On one of our farms the tile drains 
were Installed 20 years ago and are 
doing far better work today than they 
did tbe first ten years they were put 
In. These drains were put In from 
three to four feet deep and for tha 
first few years they did very poor 
service.

The modern American is a 
compound of practically all the nation- 
alities of Europe. It would be difficult 
to separate him into his constiluenl ele- 
meois and say which baa been most in- 
fluential in making him what lie is.

On such as he we pin the hope of 
the Republic of the future On aucb as 
he rests the responsibility of saying 
whether this Republic will be. as it has 
been in the put, a BepabUo meetincthe 
responaibilitiea of today aod measnring 
up to the posslbilltiee of tbe future; a 
tCepublio resting securely on tue foun- 
dation stones, quarried by revolutionary 
patriots from the mountain of eternal 
truth; a Republic, proclaiming as prin- 
ciple and applying as practice, the self- 
evident proposition that men are created 
equal and endowed by their Creator with 
the inalienal>le ri|rhu of life, liberty and 
property; a' liepnblie which shakes 
thrones and dissolves aristocracies by its 
silent example, and gives light and in- 
spiration to those who sit in political 
darkness and despair; a Republic which 
solves the problems of civilization and 
hastens, the oncoming of a universal 
brotherhood, whose history, Hke the 
paih/of the just, 'isaa the abroiog light, 
which shineth more and more unto the 
perfect day.' " ~

National Association for Preventlen 
of Tuberculosis Spends 920.800^000 
in Wartare Agalmt DiateMu 

Washington, Jan. 4. — A total of 
$20,500,000 was spent during 1914- In 
fighting tuberculosis, according to tbe 
annual report of the National Asaod- 
ation for the Study and Praveatioa 
of Tuberculosis. 

Sixty-six and eight-tenths per cent 
of the sum named was appropriated 
by federal, state or municipal aur 
tborities, while the remaining third 
was raised by popular aabscrtption. 
The money was spent in all branChee 
of the I'wmpf'g" againat the white 
plague. $985,000 being expended for 
the treatment ol ^sonera and in- 
sane aafferera.
